Output for Current Week Holds to Steady Pace of 140,167 Units; 
Labor Situation Quiet Again, As UAW Maps Revision of GM Pact 
with Closed Shop as Likely, Objective; April Sales Near 410,000 


Despite short curtailment of operations 
in three General Motors plants, due to 
sporadic sitdowns, the current week’s 
production of cars and trucks will 
maintain its steady pace of 140,167 
units, according to ADN estimates. This figure is prac- 
tically the same as the revised total of 140,163 units for 
the previous week, and approximately 30,000 units above 
the number turned out the corresponding week of 1936, 
when 110,779 vehicles were run off the assembly lines. 

Including output of the current week, ending May 22, 
production for the entire industry since Jan. 1 will reach 
2,261,945 units. With operations expected to remain at 
the present pace well past the usual drop-off in June, 
it therefore looks probable that the industry will hit the 
previously estimated 5,000,000-unit year before the end of 
1937. 

General Motors, continuing in the van of ADN’s group 
estimates, is expected to turn out around 54,640 units 
this week, as against 54,611 in the previous week. Of 
this total, Chevrolet will produce about 34,000 vehicles. 
Pontiac, which had two record-breaking days last week 
to assemble 7,169 units, should account for approximately 
6,900 cars this week. Oldsmobile will likely turn out 
6,300, Buick 5,940, and Cadillac-LaSalle 1,500. 

Maintaining its current pace of 34,500 cars and trucks, 
the Ford group holds to second spot in the group esti- 
mates of ADN. Ford, with around 34,500 units scheduled, 
continues as the top individual producer of the industry, 
while Lincoln should assemble around 900 cars. ‘ 

With operations steady, Chrysler divisions will account 
for 24,800 vehicles this week, according to ADN figures. 
This total includes 11,500 units by Plymouth, 9,000 by 
Dodge, 2,200 by Chrysler and 2,100 by De Soto, The cur- 
rent week’s estimate is identical with the revised total 
for the Chrysler divisions in the previous seven days.

Meanwhile, it was declared in Washington that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is mapping legislation seeking to bind 
labor to agreements and to prevent abuse of the vast 
power granted workers by recent laws. It was stated 
authoritatively that, while the President is represented 
as believing labor will use its “new found power” with 
discretion, he nevertheless feels the obligation of main- 
taining contracts must be imposed upon labor by law, 
just as employers are required under the Wagner Act to 
bargain collectively with employes. It is considered pos- 
sible that the new legislation will be incorporated in the 
general “substitute NRA” measures, which the President 
is considering to embrace minimum wages, maximum 
hours and fair trade practices.

In April Put registrations upward to between 410,000 
Near 410,000 and 420,000 units. Even though the final 

total does not exceed the lower figure, the 
month would set a new record for April since the peak 
year of 1929. The mark set in the latter year was 481,675 
units, and the previous post-1929 high was April of last 
year when 397,190 units were sold. 

To date the 23 states have reported a total of 120,041 
registrations, compared with 111,971 in the same period a 
year ago. Since these states accounted for roughly 28 per 
cent of the final 1936 total, it would indicate that April 
of this year will record about 428,000 sales. But, on the 
belief that these states may not be truly representative 
this year, ADN feels that the estimate of between 410,000 
and 420,000 units is more probable.

Based on reports from 25 states, April
